A yoivi or two ago an American 
farmer hud decided to buy a farm 
n <mr Edmonton for $7000 cash. 
He thought the land was lovely. 
A rain storm came. He was iso 
lated on the farm he had gone to 
inspect, for five days, and returned 
to the United States taking his 
$7000 with him. If this happened 
once in the experience of the writ¬ 
er in his own office, imagine how 
many other lawyers, real estate 
men, farmers and others could tell 
a similar tale. 


Early in July the writer started 
lor Denver, Colorado, by motor. 
At Nan ton, on account of mud 
south to the American border, it 
was necessasy to abandon the 
journey and proceed by rail. On 
the same day- about 20 motors 
coming from the United States to 
Alberta were turned back for lack 
of passable roads, diverted their 
trip to the Yellowstone Park or 
other American destinations, and 
what money might have been 
spent for gas and oil, lodging, 
goods or farm lands was perman¬ 
ently lost. The same thing hap¬ 
pens all through the summer. 
Think of the economic loss to this 
province.

Do the farmers of Alberta real¬ 
ize that their farms would In* 
worth twice, or treble, their pres¬ 
ent value if they were iu proxim¬ 
ity to a good highway? If they 
don’t let them think it over, and 
they cannot escape the conclusion 
that they are losing thousands of 
dollars in capital value by the ab¬ 
sence of gravelled market roads 
and paved main highways. 

The motorist of Alberta is the 
most abused and most patient tax¬ 
payer in all America. He contri¬ 
butes a million and three-quarters 
dollars annually to the provincial 
treasury, not a cent of which is 
ear marked for roads. In addi¬ 
tion to his heavy auto and gasol¬ 
ine tax he is obliged to do the 
work of a roller, and to grind in 
gravel on new road with the soft 
rubber tires of his car. The w ear 
and tear on an Alberta auto, jok¬ 
ing its way over unfinished roads 
is ten times what it is over a well- 
constructed highway.

This province must ugaiu catch 
the pre-war vision. We have all 
the resources we had then. We 
have not the equipment to carry 
on for we have no roads. Bonds 
must be floated at 40 or 50 years. 
Posterity will use the roads; pos 
terity must help to pay for them. 


The gasoline and auto taxes 
must be ear-marked for road main¬ 
tenance and for payineut of inter 
eat on road bonds. If this is done 
it will not take 40 years to retire 
the bonds The increased traffic 
and teemiiig settlement that will 
follow such a policy will provide 
additional revenue, not only to pay 
for the roads, but in general taxa¬ 
tion and increased laud values, to 
make up the deficit in general re¬ 
venue as u'ell.

1' cubed by a political i*ui ty for the put poso of lonnulntlng policies r.ncl , 
m l. vting a leader, the gathering becomes one of first Importance. It v as 
natural, therefore, that tin* recent Conservative Convention in Winnipeg 
Humid command not only the Interest of members and adherents of that 
particular party, but of the Canadian people as a whole. 

Interest in the convention was all the greater because It was unique in | 
t 1 .* hi. lory of tin* parly, being the first national gathering of Conservatives, 
to l>e convened si ice Ccncdevation. Liberals and other political groups have 
eotm ned In nath nal convention but the Conservatives had not done so prior 
to this year of Canada's Diamond Jubilee. It added one more nationally 
Important observance of this memorable year in Canada’s history. 

As is well known to our readers, this column does not attempt to deal 
well c r discuss questions v hlcli are the subject of controversy between 
I optical parties, and In this particular article there is uo Intention of depart* 
In m that rule, ltut as a national event, the recent convention presented 
certain features and took certain actions which, instead of being controver¬ 
sial. are matters for general satisfaction. 

In the first place, like all great national gatherings, the Conservative 
c mention performed an unquestioned service to Canada, in bringing together 
hundreds of tin* loading nu n and women of the nine provinces. The resultant 
exchange of views and opinions, the new knowledge gained of each other and 
« a»'h other’s probh ms. the round table conferences in committee, can not fail 
to profoundly affect future policy throughout the Dominion. 

To the West in particular the unqualified endorsement of th*« Hudson Bay 
Hallway project and ; ppr**\al of steps not only to complete (lie railway but 
t<» ce/elop a port and traffic in and out of that port is most gratifying. It 
definitely removes this great undertaking from the realm of partizan politics 
and places it where it belongs as one of the great national undertakings of the 
Dominion to the success of which all are committed. 

It is likewise gratifying to the West that tlie mantle of leadership thould 
have fallen on the shoulders cf a Western man, yet a man who lias an intimate 
knowledge of the Hast. Whether one agrees with the political views of It. 1>. | 
B* i.ncit or not. few, if any. will question his ability or liis love for aud desire 
to serve his native land. His lung experience in public life, as a member of 
tin* old North-West Territories Assembly, the Alberta Legislature, and the . 
House of Common*, his train Jug in law, his qualifications as i speaker, ana 
tli responsibilities which have been his as Minister of Justice and Minister 
of Finance in former Governments at Ottawa, should tit him for his new task 
of party leadership. In the hands of Hon. Mackenzie King and Hon. R II. 
Bennett, all that is best in British Parliamentary traditions and procedure 
sli »uld be w orthily upheld. 

Finally, the convention, and the settlement of the question of leadership, 
should have the effect of giving greater stability to political thought through¬ 
out the Dominion. It marks the end of a period of indecision and unrest In 
the ranks of one of the political groups which Is a guud thing for Canada ns 
well as for the party itself. Unity In purpose and decisiveness in action la 
what a young and rapidly developing country like Canada urgentfy requires 
in order to make pi ogress. It Is vital to the interests of tla* Dominion that 
not one or two but all political groups know their own minds, definitely Mate 
their policies, aud show decision in their actions. I uless those who direct 
and those who seek to direct the destinies of Canada are themselves strong 
and united In leadership and policy, it is futile to hope that they can make 
that contribution to the welfare and progress of Canada which is essential. 


New Serum Successful 

Claim Cure For Infantile Paralysis 
Has Been Perfected 

Discovery of what. Is said to be the 
first effective commercial specific for 
treatment of infantile paralysis was 
announced at Indianapolis by Hli Lilly 
A Co., pharmaceutical chemists. 

After ten years' research an anti 
streptococci serum has been develop¬ 
ed from tlie horse as in the rase of 
diphtheria aud scarlet rover serums. 

Tho serum is being produced thero 
In co-operation with Dr. Edward 0. 
Kogenow, chief of experimental bac¬ 
teriology of the Mayo Foundation, and 
already 10,000 units have been sent 
to poliomyelitis epidemic centres 
from coast to coast and even into 
Cuba. 

First reports show' it especially ef¬ 
fective In Ohio and California. 

Clluical observations show that 
best results are obtained if the se¬ 
rum Is used a.s soon us tlie case has 
been diagnosed, recovery without 
paralysis being reasonably certain ^n 
such cases. The serum has been 
found effective in treating paralysis

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Forty Thousand Miles Of 
Air R.outcs Now In Operaion 
Daily Throughout the ^Vorld 


Ono of the dangers of uncontrolled 
flying Is that such feats and tlielr fro 
quent tragic consequences may bhir 
the public mind to tho fact that enor¬ 
mous progress Is being made In tho 
field of practical aviation. One always 
hears of the tragedies that often 
darken the sometimes gallant, some¬ 
times foolhardy, attempts to span the 
oceans. Less is heard of the steady, 
•dentine conquests being made from 
year to year in making aviation one 
of the great forces in the modern 
world. Yet such conquests are being 
made. Today) for example, the total 
length of air routes operated through¬ 
out tho world is almost 40,000 miles, 
of which 21,000 miles are lu Europe, 
and about 10,000 miles In the United 
States. The annual traffic over these 
routes has Increased from about 
1 .OOO.ono •'dies 'flown in* 1913 to 
about 13.0C \000 miles in 1926. 

The Imperial Airways Limited of 
Britain, subsidized by the British 
Government, maintain and operate 
regular dally services between Lou¬ 
don, l’arls and Zurich; London, Brus¬ 
sels and Cologne London and Am¬ 
sterdam; and a weekly seaplane ser¬ 
vice between Southampton and the 
Channel Islands. They have now com¬ 
pleted two ami a half years of the 
period of ten years during which 
they have a monopoly of subsidized 
British air transport in Europe. Dur¬ 
ing this period they have flown ap¬ 
proximately two and a quarter mil¬ 
lion miles and carried 36,000 passen¬ 
gers and 2,000 tons of goods with only 
one serious accident. 

Nor has Canada lagged in aviation. 
Today the use of aviation In forest 
conservation, aeriul survey and re¬ 
connaissance, and transportation In 
the remoter [farts of the country Is 
well established. Tho pioneer work 
done by commercial organizations 
and the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec and the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment, has been successful. Forest 
type sketching and reconnaissance 
from the air aie accepted today with¬ 
out question as being quick, accurate 
and cheaper. Since tills work was 
first tried in Ontario and Quebec in 
1920, 125,000 square miles of forest 
land have been mapped by this meth¬ 
od. Fire detection und suppression 
by air are accepted in unsettled 
areas, while suitable landing places 
can be found, as the only means of j 
efficient protection, 160,000,000 acres j 
of forest la Ontario, Manitoba, and , 
Alberta are now under a system of 
prelect ion by air. 

Aerial photography for mapping 
purposes lias made tremendous I 
strides. In 1926, 70,000 square miles 
were photographed and today no : 
surveyor willingly undertakes the 
mapping of any district without the 
aid of aerial photographs. 

In addition to the forest, survey, 
exploiation und mining services us¬ 
ing aircraft, the Fisheries Branch Is 
directly interested in their use in 
protection work oil tho Pacific 
coast; tho Department of Agriculture 
realizes their possibilities in fighting 
insect posts which do untold damage 
each year to the crops and forests of 
the Dominion, and the Department of 
Customs use them Jo advantage in 
prevention of smuggling. Practically 
every engineering service can usu 
aerial photography or air transporta¬ 
tion to advantage. 

Flying lins not supplanted the 
ground forces in any of these activi¬ 
ties, but they find in aircraft an in¬ 
strument which increases the effi¬ 
ciency of tlielr work to an extent un 
believable u lew' years ago. It may 
therefore lie stated witli confidence 
that these phases of aviation may be 
expected to grow naturally. The fi**ld 
is Immense dnd covers the whole 
north country beyond the narrow strip 
along our southern border now served 
by the railways. 

The success!ul opci ation of atr 
transport lines in tho United States 
and Europe Is undoubtedly having its 
effect on public opinion in Canada and 
before long the problem of the estab¬ 
lishment of similar facilities for lust 
communication by air must ho faced. 
Our railways, roads and waterways, 
telephone, telegraph and radio ser¬ 
vices compare favorably with similar 
services in any part of tho 
Without them our present standard 
of liviiig could not be maintained and 
our trade would inevitably languish, 
says tho Journal, Ottawa. There Is no 
reason to suppose that in the uir Can¬ 
ada will lug behind other nations and 
that the establishment of through 
routes for travel and communication 
by uir will not follow. No country 
provides a better field for air com¬ 
munications. The distances between 
the cities are great, and the climate 
favorable for flying. Experience shows 
that with suitable equipment, winter 
presents no insuperable obstacle to 
the continuous operation of air routes. 


Mineral Foods For Poultry 

Bones, Shells, Grits and Charcoal Are 
Recommended 

Laying liens require a considerable 
percentage of mineral elements In 
tlielr food. When they are confined, 
and In the winter time, It becomes 
necessary to supply these foods and 
the question of tho most suitable form 
in which they can be obtained be- 
conits Important. This is dealt, with 
in a bullet in on “Poultry Feeds ant’. 
Feeding,” available at the Publication 
Branch of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture at Ottawa. Accoifaing to the bul¬ 
letin, besides what is supplied through 
tho (ceding of alfalfa, clovers, bran 
and other ordinary feeds, It is neces¬ 
sary to provide something that con¬ 
tains these elements In such quanti¬ 
ties and condition that they can bo 
assimilated more freely. To do this, 
bones, shells, grits, and charcoal are 
generally used. 

Green cut hone is an excellent poul¬ 
try food containing a high percentage 
of mineral elements. Bone meal or 
granulated, hone may be used but oys 
ter shells are the most popular. Lay¬ 
ing hens consume largo quantities of 
then^Grlt, which is made by crushing 
rocks of different kinds into sizes suit 
able for different classes of fowl, as¬ 
sists in tbe grinding of the food in 
i the gizzard. Some of its mineral eie- 
; menu are no doubt also assimilated. 
A hdpper of granulated size charcoal 
should be kept constantly beforo the 
flock. It is inexpensive, und Is a valu¬ 
able corrective of digestive disorders. 

First Reindeer Round Up 

Estimate Places Number In Alaska At 
Thirty Thousand 

Preparations are being made at Ak 
iak, Alaska, for tho first round up of 
the estimated 30,000 reindeer in the 
Muskokwim Itlver herds, to determine 
the exact rate of increase in the deer 
herds in this region. 

Since reindeer were introduced in¬ 
to Alaska, from Siberia, 35 years ago 
to ward off threatened starvation 
among the Eskimos, the rate of in¬ 
crease has far exceeded the demand. 
Government officials have predicted 
that Alaskan ranges will be overstock¬ 
ed with the animals In another ten 
years unless reindeer meat finds a 
growing market in tho U.S. during 
that time. 


Birds Cured By Artificial Sunlight 


Ultra-Violet Ray* Being Used In 
London Zoo 

Birds whose feathers cling annoy 
Ingly to their backs when by ailfthe 
laws of nature they should be moult 
ing, are being helped along by ultra 
violet rays, or "artificial sunlight,” at 
the Bronx Zoo. The nature of tho ac¬ 
tion of the ultra-violet benms was 
described by Dr. Charles V. Noback, 
veterinarian at tho Zoo, and Assistant 
Keeper Scott, who runs the quaran 
lino hospital for all soits of feathered 
folk. 

There Is nc grent mystery about the 
action of ultra-violet rays. They 
merely aid the calcium and phosphor¬ 
ous absorption in tho body of a bird, 
causo anabolism and kataborlism to 
balance, start the oils working and 
presto! tho recalcitrant feathers be¬ 
gin to drop out and make place for a 
new crop. As long ago as last Feb¬ 
ruary the Zoo o'lhclals cured condi¬ 
tions in monkeys similar to rickets by 
ultra-violet machines, but no one 
thought of bringing birds Into the lav¬ 
ender spotlight until recently. 

The first bird to bask in the curing 
ultra-violet rays was a misanthropic, 
sulphur-crested cockatoo from Aus¬ 
tralia.

Producing High-Class Cream 

Care Should Be Taken To Clean and 
Sterilize Utensils 

Fine flavored fresh cream is essen¬ 
tial in the making of choice dairy 
butter. To obtain such cream there are 
a few precautions which must always 
be observed. They are detailed in a 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
bulletin on "Buttermaking On the 
Farm.” In tho first place the cows 
should at all times have an abundant 
supply of pure water to drink. When 
cows are compelled to drink iu 
swamps, muddy ponds, or sluggish 
streams or ditches they cannot be ex- 
i pec ted to give first class milk. When 
cows have free access to salt at all 
times, they will give more milk and 
the cream from tills milk will have a 
better flavor, and keep sweet longer, 
than when they do not get any salt 
at all or only receive it at intervals. 
Absoute cleanliness in milking is es¬ 
sential. Only bright, clean tin palls 
should be used and the utmost, care 
must be taken to clean and sterilize

Tide Of White Settlement 
Eventually Set Northward 

Mysteries of the Arctic are still un¬ 
solved, declared Dr. H. N. Rudmose 
section of tho British Association, 
Brown, president of the geographical 
while speaking in London recently, 
lie declared that the existence of an 
Antarctic continent is still-based on 
circumstantial evidence, that Euderby 
Land, with more than 3,000 miles of 
hypothetical coast line, lias mm r 
been searched for since Biscon found 
it In 1831, and that no ship had ever 
penetrated the western shores of 
Weddell Sea. He prophesied that 
eventually the tide of white pottle 
rnent will definitely net northward, 
even to the Arctic Seas. 


Following close on tho heels of tho 
phenomenal growth of agriculture and 
forest Industries, a third great form 
ot develomcnpt has more recently 
played an equally effective role In re¬ 
vamping Canada's economic struc¬ 
ture. Mining development has been 
responsible for some of the most 
striking changes that have come o\ or 
the Dominion In the last quarter or a 
century. 

Not so many jours ago Canada's 
mineral output was dominated by tho 
extremo east and tho extreme west. 
Nearly 70 per cent, of the total min¬ 
eral output in value came from Nova 
Scotia, British Columbia, and the 
Yukon. Today older mining areas have 
developed remarkably and are strong¬ 
er than ever. It is tho great series of 
interior provinces that now hold tho 
leadership. Ontario has matched and 
surpassed British Columbia's magni¬ 
ficent record cf mining progress. 
Nova Scotia is rivalled by Alberta and 
Quebec. And Manitoba, New Bruns¬ 
wick and Saskatchewan, though less 
advanced in actual development, all 
possess mineral resources of real pro¬ 
mise. 

W 1th this great spreading out of 
mining activity into new regions, 
there has. of course, been an immense 
rise in the annual value of Canada’s 
total mineral production. In 1926, tho 
aggregate output reached the record 
figure of $241,000,000 and unless all 
signs fail this new record is not likely 
to last very long. As a matter of fact 
it is quite within the realm of possi¬ 
bility that the Dominion’s annual min¬ 
eral output may, within a limited 
measure of time, outrank the Cana¬ 
dian wheat crop in a financial way. 
Such a suggestion would have been 
almost unthinkable ten years ago; but 
If tlie mining industry continues to 
advance as it has done in the last 15 
years, ths possibility is more than 
likely to become an actual fact. 

The rise in the value of mineral 
production, however, is not the most 
important effect of the progress of 
Canadian mining enterprise, says the 
Natural Resources Intelligence Ser¬ 
vice of the Department of the Inter¬ 
ior at Ottawa. The more important and 
more welcome effect is found in an¬ 
other direction—lu the fact that min¬ 
ing development has rudvowvd great 
acres of Canada which for genera¬ 
tions had seemed to possess little 
economic value. Northern Ontario, 
once tthe despair of Canadian states¬ 
men owing to the great stretch of 
rocky country which It Interposes be¬ 
tween tlie agricultural regions of 
eastern and western Canada, la now 
tho seat of the Dominion’s greatest 
mining industries. This same type ot 
territory extending into Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Quebec affords 
promising prospects for the establish¬ 
ment. of great mining enterprise In 
those provinces. 

Without mentioning in further de¬ 
tail the particular fields of new min¬ 
eral development that have opened up 
in tlie last 25 years i» may In* asrid 
that mining progress during that per¬ 
iod lias been responsible more thun 
any other factor for creating clear 
across the Dominion a continuity of 
development which a j eneratiou or so 
ago even llio most hardy optimist 
could scarcely have hoped for.

Railways Propose To Sue Reckless 
Automobilifts Who Damage 
Railroad Property 

Motorists who refuse 1o "stop, look 
and listen” when approaching high¬ 
way crossings over nil way tracks or 
other railway property, ami who, by 
reckless driving cause daman*' te 
locomotives, car*, crossing gates or 
other railway p opurty or equipment, 
fare the prospect of being sued In 
court for whatever damage their 
rarhnexs may cause, according to 
legal officers of tin* Canadian Nation¬ 
al Railways. So many accidents have 
occurred recently wherein drivers c l 
motors vehicles have crashed into the 
side of standing or moving trains that 
such a stop has become necessary to 
place a check on reckless driving. 

It Is customary on the part of the* 
public. In the case of accidents at 
level crossings, to consider that the 
automobile or other private vehicle 
concerned has been struck by the 
railway train. In a large proportion 
of recent cases, however, tlu* accident 
has been the othe r way about, the 
the train having been struck by the 
automobile while the train was on the 
crossing, either standing or In motion, 
say counsel In such cases, it Is claim 
ed. unless there are special circum¬ 
stances surrounding the accident, the 
fault rests with the driver of the auto¬ 
mobile. Much property damage has 
resulted and .many lives have been 
lost through such accidents during the 
present year. In one case, recently 
reported, five passengers were injured 
when the driver of a touring cur, after 
rat ing a Canadian National passenger 
train for a mile, approached a level 
crossing at such a speed that be could 
not slow down in time to avoid crash¬ 
ing into the side of the moving train. 
Til another case, the nuto was driven 
into the side of the 47th car from the 
engine, while the train was passing 
over the road crossing. 

Suits by railroad companies against 
automobile drivers whose reckless 
driving damages locomotives, cars, 
crossing gates or other railway pro¬ 
perty are on recoid. 


Pilng In Heaps In the Cellar Should 
De Avoided 

Great losses occur every year from 
I he careless storage of wet potatoes 
In comparatively warm and poorly 
ventilated cellars, piling them in great 
heaps and generally furnishing Ideal 
conditions for the development of dis¬ 
ease. The proper methods of storing 
are concisely detailed In a pamphlet 
on llie "Digging and Storing of Pota¬ 
toes," distributed by the Publications 
llranch, Dcpnrtn ont of Agriculture. 
Ottawa. Potatoes, according to the 
pamphlet, should be stored while dry 
in a cool, well-ventilated cellar which 
Is perfectly dark. Good ventilation is 
of prime Importance. If the cellar is 
not provided with a good system of 
ventilation, every effort should be 
made to have as free air circulation 
nhout the potatoes ns possible. In¬ 
stead of piling the potatoes against 
the wall or on the floor, slats should 
be nailed a little apart about six Inch¬ 
es or more from the wall. This will 
give a circulation of air behind the 
pile. A temporary floor should bo put 
down about six inches abtfvo the per¬ 
manent floor,, with cracks between 
the boards. The temperature of the 
cellar or storehouse shou d. be kept as 
near "3 to 33 degrees Fnrh. as possl 
ble. Tlu* cooler potatoes are kept 
without freezing the better. 


Ons In Nsw Jersey Heads List With 
Dial Spread Of Thlrtv-Eight 

Feet 

Americans, particularly New York¬ 
ers, are greatly aided in their daily 
Joust with time by many largo docks. 

Two of the world's largest are In 
the New York metropolitan district. 
These, together with some half-dozen 
other big ones, aro a constant help 
to tho ever rushing New Yorker. 

The world’s largest clock is In Jer¬ 
sey City. It Is on the Colgate Building, 
and named after tho concern which 
operates it. This famous clock fuces 
New York City, and can be clearly 
discerned for quito a distance along 
the New York side of tho Hudson Riv¬ 
er. This gigantic timepiece weighs six 
tons. It lias a 'dial spread of thirty- 
eight feet. Tho minute hand Is nearly 
twenty foot long. 

The usefulness oF this clock *ls not 
only confined to daylight. At night 
the numbers on the dial are. lllutnin 
nted by brilliant red electric lights. 
Tho liande aro outlined In white 
lights. This lighting greatly length¬ 
ens the distance or visibility of the 
world’s largest clock. 

Large and useful clocks are not only 
confined to this country. London has 
its world-famous "Rig non.” Rig non 
has been constantly serving London 
since 1860. This clock has four dials, 
and is the fourth largest in the world. 
The third largest clock In the world 
is that on the City Ilall, Philadelphia. 

IUg Ren’s dials have a diameter of 
twenty-three feet. The figures on this 
clock are two feet high and the min¬ 
ute hands are fourteen feet long and 
weigh more than two hundred pounds 
each. The hour hands, whllo only 
nlno feet long, are heavier than the 
minute hands. Rig Ren tins u pendu¬ 
lum that weighs 700 pounds and is 
thirteen feet long. The bell weighs 
thirteen tons. 

Most mariners look to the Green- 
wlch Observatory for their correct 
time, and Rig Ren does the same 
tiling. Twice daily the time is tele¬ 
graphed to tho observatory for a 
check up with the correct time ns de¬ 
termined by It. Rig Ren's deviations 
from exactness are limited to very 
small fractions of a second over quito 
a long period. 

Berlin also lias an entry In the 
largo clock class. While tills one is 
not so large, It is more useful in some 
ways than any other in tho world. It 
carries the correct time for twelve of 
the world's largest cities. One, looking 
at It, can see the correct time for 
Berlin, London. Buenos Aires, New 
York, San Francisco, Tokio and Syd 


Increasing the Value Of Canada’s Fur 
Resources 

There are thousands of trappers m 
Cannria and all of them are engaged 
ut one* lime or another during the 
winter season in taking the pelts of 
wild fur bearers. There is hardly a 
farm, village or a town In Panada 
that has not got its trnpi>er or fur 
trader. Millions of dollars are dlstrib 
uted each year among these persons 
as a result of the disposal of Can¬ 
ada’s annual raw fur catch. Last 
year it bad a value of 113,072,244. A 
very considerable increase in the 
yearly value would be made possible 
w ere proper met hods of pelt handling 
mere widely known. 

Too many dappers think that once 
they have taken a skin nothing else | thing 
remains to he done. Amateur and 
farmer trappers which form more 
than Imlf of tho trapping fraternity 
are the chief losers through this lack 
of knowledge in the handling of raw 
pelts, as poorly prepared pelts bring 
much lower prlci s than those which 
have been properly prepared. lead¬ 
ing fur authorities have stressed the 
fact that In many cases 
half of the pelts coming to the raw fur , 
markets fall into tho unprofitable j a j r 
class and that every year there Is n

western University, Evanston. Ills. 

Dr. Morgan is conducting investiga¬ 
tion of noises of modern city life and 
their effect on industrial workers, un 
der auspices of the National Safety 
Council.
